They tell us that the child must be 
permitted to seek its own saivation 
or perfection according to its own 
impulses no matter what those im-, 
pulses may be. They lay stress on the | 


independence, to find out from exper- 
lence what jis right and what is 
wrong. This position is directly con-| 
trary to the principles of all who ac- 
cept the revealed doctrine of original 
Sin and the necessity, of redemptiqn. 
Human nature is a mystery, and the. 
evil in human nature is imgpnetrable 
to human reason. The man who 
thinks he fully ¢omprehends the little | 
bit of human nature in himself 
‘ither very simple or very proud. 

If we start out to develop the in-| 
g dependence of human nature so as to 
encourage a spirit of pride in the 
child. we make a fatal mistake.

Lent has run half its course, iid with what bédetts 4 in 


your life? If it is difficult for you to check your inclina- 
tions, to control your appetite, and to visit the church for 
public devotions between Sundays during the brief season 
of Lent, then there certainly is little hope of your doing 
half so well during the other 325 days of the year. Winter 
weather and the winter spirit themselves conduce more to 
prayer than does the summer weather and summer spirit. 
Hence, drink deeply from the fountain of grace during the 
remaining weeks of Lent, so that youwmay have sustenance 
for the post-Lenten period. 

There are many movements in our day for the instruc- 
tion of people or for the lending of assistance in different 
ways in what are known as “Short Courses.” There are 
agricultural short courses, teachers’ short courses, short 
courses in Boyology, etc.~The aim and purpose of these 
movements is to carry on an intensive program and to elicit 
the undivided attention of people during a few days or a 
few weeks with the hope of producing lasting fruit. The 
clergy have followed the same policy for centuries in the 
holding of retreats and missions, which are “short courses.” 
However, the spiritual life must be nourished daily in order 
‘to be maintained. Instruction may take hold of the mind, 
but unless acted on by the will, is not only not helpful, but 
harmful, Our judgment will be the more severe in propor- 
tion to the greater knowledge that we have. Hence, we 
should make our information practical and make it service- 
able every day just as we do our business information. 

There is no great benefit derived from Lent by those 
who practice works of penance only because they fall under 
the law and must obey it thesame as children must obey 
the compulsory education law. We should perform our 


works of penance in the repentant spirit, having a longing . 


to atone for our past neglect and misdéeds, and a longing 
equally strong to become more acceptable to God, a better 
éxample to our fellows, and for our own interior satisfac- 
tion.
